THE dea h of Hon. John D. Defrees, 
lafe Public Printer: at Washington, 
took place yestérday at his mountain 
home in Lael Mr. Defrees 
was long ll-known character in 
public life. Many years ago he was a 
Republican editor in Indiana, and, if 
We mistake not, was first a; pointed at 
the head of the Government Printing 
Office by President Lincoln in his first 
administration. He was. displaced 
by President Johnsen to make room 
for Cornelius Wendell of Albany, who 
in tun was displaced.in 1867, when 
Congress mad: the office a Congres- 
sional one, und Mr. Defiees was re- 
stored to the hvad of it by election by 
the Senate. He held the office until 
May, 1869, when he was succeeded by 
A.M. Clapp, of Buffalo, wno in turn 
was succeeded by Defrees in 1876, 
by appcintment of President Hayes: 
He held the place till June, 1882, when 
he was compelled to resign on ac- 
count of failing health, and was 
suce-eded’ by P. Rounds, of 
Chicago, the present incumbent. Mr. 
Defr.es saw the printing required 
by the Government increase fabulou-- 
ly within the per‘od of twency years, 
aud the National P iuting Office grow 
to be the largest establishment of its 
kind in the world, employing, some- 
times, fourteen or fifteen hundied per- 
sons, consuming hundreds of ton; of 
papier annually, and requiring mil- 
lions of money to run it. The growth 
of the country is strikingly illu-trated 
by the increase in the qvantity of Gov- 
crnmcnt literature d-emanued for its 
use. In the incipiency of the Texas- 
Pacilic Railroad enterprise, Mr. De- 
frees was officially connected with the 
company. He subsequently sustained 
reverses Of fortune, lo-t h’s Wa-hing- 
ton prop-ity, and when he lost his 
office uf Public Printer in 1869, would 
have been seriously embarrassed had 
he not been’ saved from financial 
straits by private means po:- 
sessed by his wife. They retired 
to their pleasant suburban retreat at 
Berkcley Springs, a health resort 
nestled among the picturesque moun- 
tains of West Virginia—the same ola 
“Bath” that Washington and Lord 
Fairfax used to visit on herseb. ck from

= Complete Description of ail the Sewers in the 
city — The.r Course, Chara:ter and 

Connectiuns—New Sewers Necded. 


That part of the city 6f Los Angeles 
_ lying south and west of the river has @ 
general fall to the south and west of 
from fifteen to twenty feet to the mile, 
thus affordiug ample fall for a complete 
and extensive sewer system. Main 
street and streets parallel there to run in 
a southerly direction 37% degrees to- 
wards the west, almo-t in a line with 
the greatest slope of the valley in which 
the city of Los Angeles is situated. 
Allthe seweis Lave, tLerefore, a ten- 
dency tuwards that direction. In Main 
street ard streets parallel thereto the 
sewers Yun southwesterly. The sewers 
of the cross streets accommodate them- 
selves to the accidents of the surface in 
@ manner and with a view to connect by 
. the shortest route with tbe sewers ot 
the streets running prrallel with Main 
‘street. 
OUR SEWER SYSTEM AS IT IS. . 


The main.sewer runs through Los An- 
geles strect, commencing at First strect 
and runuing southerly to Ogierr lane; 
thence through the Machado, Warner, 
Kerckhoff, Reyes and Botiller proper- 
ties, Morun’s Jane and San Pedro 
street to Washington street; easterly 
along Washington to the Briswalter 
place; thence southerly through and 
over the same, where the sewave matter 
is used for the irrigation and fertiliza- 
tion of the soil. This sewer is made of 
brick, 26 inches wide, 15 inches high in 

_ the clear, and is covered with. redwood 
planks. It conveys the sewage in a 
bold stream, leaving no sediment in its 
course. It is in good conditivn asfar as 
the brick-work is concerned; the cover- 
ing of redwvod plauks is in a decayed 
state and will be replaced ‘this week by 
a new covering of redwood plank dipped 
in asphaltum. 

Tributary to this sewer is the 

LOS ANGELES STREET SEWER, 
running from Arcadia street to First 
street. It is cunstructed of two-inch 
plank, is eighteeu inches squure, set 
diagonaliy in the grouud, ‘This sewer 
is in first-class coudition, aud conveys 
pewage in a rapid stream, without 
sediment. 

MALEN STREET SEWER 


runs from Arcadia street to Ogier lane; 

it ig 3677 feet in length, is 
constructed of brick, oval shaped; the 
interior heizht is three fect, width two 
feet, walls eight inches thick, made with: 
sand and cement mortar. This sewer 

is in first-class orderaud conveys ‘sew- 
age Matter in a rapid stream, leaving no 
sedi:rent. This sewer fs connected 
with the main sewer at the crossing of 
Oxier lane aud Los Angeles street by a 


to Waxhington street, thence west to the 
c'ty boundary, thence south to the 
southwest corner of the city, thence tog 
piece of land where the sewage matter 
can be utilized for irrigation and fertili- 
zation.
